“GERMANY ‘TENDS TOWARD PRO- 
HIBITION,” SAYS MISS LASBY 


Travemundi attracts people frora 
not only all parts of Germany, but 
from adojning countries. 

There is a naval base located there. 
There she read some of the one hun 
dred ninety books which were pub- 
lished in Germany between the first 
of January and July on the United 
States and studied the economic con- 
ditions of the country. 

“Germans use lemonade, ice tea, 
and other cold drinks - instead of 
liquor,” says Miss Lashy. Miss Lasby 
spent most of her seven weeks in 
Germany at Travemundi; a promi- 
nent summer resort near Lirbeck. 
During Miss Lasbys soujourn the min- 
isters of war and air visited, and some 
very interesting affairs took place for 
their benefit. The son of the ex- 
kaiser rode in the international rid. 
ng and polo meets. 

n describing her travels to points 
of interest in Germany, Miss Lasby 
said, “Berlin was interesting to me 
because it was so shabby. When I 
visited this city before (this trip was 


my third to Germany) everything 
was so very clean and well taken of, 


but this time many buildings were 
out of repair due to hard times. The 
part of the old palace in which the 
lived, has the windows and doors 
boarded up. The old part is used for 
a museum. The art gallery which was 
best before the war was forced to part 
with every one of the old masters 
works in order to meet the obligations 
to ally nations. 

The i nternational exposition in 
Dresden was divided into depart- 
ments. In the Industrial Arts depart. 
ment was a wonderful display of all 
modern electrical appliances. Another 
department was devoted to sugges. 
tions in landscapes and model houses, 
even a model cemetary was included. 
Their houses are nearly all of brick 
or stone because of the fire menace. 
A permit must be secured to build 
wooden houses. In building house 
they make the living room small; 
that is their idea of coziness. The 
room with the man’s desk and books 
is large so that it may be used for 

While in Saxony Miss Lasby toured 
through the ragged mountains along

Formal opening of “Andrew’s 
Gymnasium” new $118,000 physical 
education building erected for the 
use of the Santa Ana Junior College 
and High School students, occured 
last Thursday afternoon when the 
dedication exercises were held and 
visitors were conducted through the: 
plant. ; 

Hendrik Van Rensselaer, president 
of the junior college asssociated stu- 
dent body, was one of the honored 
guests who were seated on the plat- 
form of the high school auditorium 
when the dedication was made. Off- 
icers of the student body were pres- 
ent for the unveiling. 


The unveiling of the tablet nam- 
ing the gymnasium for Andrews was 
done by J. A. Cranston, superinten- 
dent of the city schools. 


In his address of dedication, Cran- 
ston told of the vision Andrews had 
held of the gymnasium. “The ded- 
ication would have been complete 
only if Mr. Andrews were here now.” 
A poem composed in honor of 
Andrews was read by Mrs. Robert 
Northcross, junior college teacher. 
The building was accepted on be- 
‘half of the Santa Ana Board of Ed- 
ucation by Alex Brownridge, presi- 
dent. He said that the most advanc- 
ed and modern type of structure had 
been provided for the students in 
meeting a long felt want for proper 
physical eduéation facilities, 

' After the ceremonies at the un- 
veiling, Principal D. K. Hammond 
directed the guests to the high school 
auditorium where the opening exer- 
cises were held. Speeches were made 
extolling the character of Andrews 
as a sportsman, friend, and a Chris- 
tian gentleman. Principal Hammond 
presided. 

Opening the program, Robert 
Brown sang “A Friend of Mine”’ ac- 
companied Miss Ola Ratliff, junior 
college student. 

Z. B. West jr. spoke on “Mr An- 
drews as a sportsman”. He said that

None other than our famous Stu- 
dent Body President, Hendrick Van 
Renesselaer, is another candidate for 
gridiron honors this year.

New candidates turning for foot- 
ball, in response to Coach Harris’s 
call, hae brought the squad total to 
thirty-three. This is much larger than 
ever anticipated by Harris and the 
supply of uniforms is inadequate. A 
rush order has been put in for new 
equipment. The team will be seen in 
the college colors this year as two 
dozen purple jerseys and pairs of 
socks are on order. 


Last Thursday night two teams 
lined up for signal practice and scrim- 
mage on the so-called first string, 
McIntyre and Trickey were seen at 
ends, Crawford and Fields at tackle, 
Rogers and Sipherd gaurds, Mayl at 
center Clapper and Moon halves. Kel- 
ly at quarter, and Twist full. On 
the other string, Stewart and Chaffee 
were ends, La Prelle and Poe tackles, 
Ramirez and Ross gaurds, and Adams 
center. In the backfield Edwards was 
calling signals with Smith and Lang- 
ley halves, and Van Renesselaer full. 
Nothing was slow or retiring about 
either of the bunches. Numerous 
changes were made in the workout 
and several others got into the line- 
ups. 


Clapper and Twist in the backfield 
are particularly noticable. The 
former is a 65 yard punter and a 
hard-hitting line plunger. Twist is 
fast and shifty, and is also a good 
line bucker. On the line the work 
of McIntyre, end, Crawford and Poe, 
tackles, Rogers, guard, and Adams, 
center was outstanding. 


Tuesday afternoon the team goes 
against Anahiem High on the local 
field as the first tilt of the season. 
Whether or not the, team is of cham. 
pionship caliber will be demonstrated 
at that time. From all appearances 
the game should be an easy one for 
Santa Ana and give Harris a good 
chance to pick first string material.
